English barn, except that no decent English 
turtner would allow any animal that he valued 
to live in a building so dark, dirty aud ill- 
ventilated. In ihe workshop of his European 
artisans, there were, of course, many signs of 
modern civilization, though nearly all of a 
practical, very lew of a strictly ornamental 
or Insurious kind. Workmen's tools and 
hugo glass tumblers, apparently of Eoglisb 
make, seemed the principal articles of im- 
port, drinking being, next to fighting, thu 
groat business of a wealthy Abyssiniau's life, 
and these mixed up with crosses, censors, 
mitres, bells— the spoils of Gondar cburohes

The 'loot,' on the whole, has rather dis- 
appointed the captors. Mr Holmes, for in- 
stance, whg came oat here as arehesologist 
for the British Museum, and who has hitherto 
had a singularly disappointing and unfruitful 
journoy, was luoky enough to rescue a hand- 
some crown, probably an archbishop's, and 
a gold chalice, bearing the following inscrip- 
tion in Amharic;

Shortly afterward, Theodore and the chiefs 
retired within Mu^dulu and thoro awaited tho 
advance ol the JJritisti. As tho first sol- 
diers nppeured above tho siockade trie chiefs 
were shot down, but Theodore, who hud 
already dropped his royal robes of silk to 
eaeapn observation, lied from tho gutoway 
lo it retired spot higher up the citadel, and 
there shot himself, putting his pistol into his 
mouth.
